SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Nazi Love Camp is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification has been given to the video recording for the following reasons. The 
video recording has a consistent underlying theme of sexual coercion that is presented 
in a manner intended to titillate and arouse the viewer. For example Jewish women are 
enslaved in a concentration camp and are required to have sex with Nazi soldiers to 
save themselves from execution. The sexual activity and the nudity of the females are 
focused upon in a titillatory manner in that the female's naked bodies are panned by the 
camera. The video recording also presents one scene in which two women are raped. 
This scene has been partially excised. However, the remainder of the scene is 
presented in a manner intended to titillate and arouse the viewer. The theme of sexual 
coercion is extensive throughout the video recording to the extent that excisions to this 
video recording would not mitigate the theme. Consideration has been given to the 
rights contained in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However it is 
considered that no lesser restriction can be given that would mitigate the likelihood of 
injury to the public good. 
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
